RESOLUTION TERGOVERNMENTAL RELATIONS 


WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations, or 
policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or agency must have first been adopted in 
the form of a Resotution by the City Council with the concurrence of the Mayor: and 


WHEREAS, with nearly 350,000 cases reported in Los Angeles County, COVID-19 continues to have serious 
health and economic impacts on the City of Los Angeles; and 


WHEREAS, by December 2020, the City is projected to spend at least $1.2 billion toward fighting the impacts of 
COVID-19, with more expenses to come in 2021; and 


WHEREAS, costs associated with the emergency response and severe reductions in revenue have resulted in a 
City budget deficit between $400 million and $600 million: and 


WHEREAS, as part of the passage of the Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security Act, the City received 
over $694 million in Coronavirus Relief Funds (CRF) to aid in the response to the pandemic; and 


WHEREAS. CRF funding has strict rules and regulations, including an expenditure deadline of December 30, 2020 
and a prohibition on using funding to cover revenve losses; and 


WHEREAS, the City is pursuing reimbursement from the Federal Fmergency Management Agency (FEMA), 
however not all costs are reimbursable, FEMA requires a 25 percent cost match, and reimbursements take months to well ove 
a year to be realized; and 


WHEREAS, the Health and Economic Recovery Omnibus Emergency Solutions (HEROES) Act would provide 
localities and states with a new allocation of CRF for COVID-19 related expenses, with the added flexibility of being able to 
use all CRF funding towards lost revenue: and 


WHEREAS, in order to respond to a pandemic that continues to severely impact the nation much longer than 
originally envisioned, the City should call on Washington to lessen the FEMA !ocal match, expedite payments, allow for CRE 
to be used to address lost revenue, and extend the CRF deadline; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program SUPPORT for legislation 
or administrative action that would require FEMA io promptly reimburse the City for Los Angeles Police Department end 
other documented costs within days not months, reduce the FEMA local match to 10 percent, allow for Coronavirus Relief 
Funds to be uscd to cover lost revenue, extend the Coronavirus Relief Funds dead!ine to September 2021, and reiterate support 


for the HEROES Act.
